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Shelton Library to be 
Named for Phifer Family 

Shelton State’s new library which will be finished during the second phase of construction w ill be named 
in honor of Susan Phifer Cork and Karen Phifer Brooks, according to Shelton President Tom Umphrey. “The 
naming of this library in honor of these individuals condnues a long and positive relationship between the col- 
lege and Phifer Wire," Umphrey said. 

“For almost a decade, the college has worked with Phifer Wire by providing training for their employ- 
ees,’ Umphrey said. “The Phifer family has been a friend of Shelton State for many years and has been very 
supportive of education in our community. I heir family is highly respected internationally, and our college 
has benefited tremendously from their commitment to academics and training," Umphrey said. “We are very 
excited about the continued association and that our new library will be named in their honor.” According to 
Susan Phifer Cork, “The trustees of the Reese Phifer J r. Memorial Foundation met recently and passed a res- 
olution thanking Shelton State for honoring two of our trustees by naming Shelton’s new world class library 
after Susan Phifer Cork, foundation manager and one of Phifer Wire’s vice-presidents, and Karen Phifer 
Brooks, also a company vice-president and someone who is involved in community education." 

According to Deborah Grimes, director of library services for the college, Shelton is pleased the new 
library wall be named for members of the Phifer family. “Phifer Wire and the Phifer family have supported 
the college for many years in many w ays; we are glad to see this support recognized." 

“The new r library will he larger and will include features that are not available on the present campus. 
For example, i he most frequent requests of students who are asked what they w'ould like to see in the new 
library are group study rooms. There will be three of these rooms in the new library," said Grimes. 

“We will also have a different internal organization, with a circulation desk near the door for items that 
leave the library and a second circulation desk deep in the library for items, such as audiovisuals and reserves, 
that circulate inside the library. The latter change is a very different approach for us and for academic libraries 
in general,” Grimes said. 

“It’s based on a concept called the ‘information commons' in which resources that are in the electronic 
or some other non-print format are centralized in one area. For instance, a student may be sitting at a table 
using a computer terminal beside a student who is using a video. In our new library, u r e will centralize the 
computer terminal and audiovisual use by individual students. We will also have small group viewing rooms 
to accommodate students who wish to use audiovisual materials together,” Grimes adds.

A few miles south of Tuscaloosa’s citv limits

on Alabama Highway 69, a 262,000 square-foot 
building emerges, the first phase of the new home 
of Shelton State Community College. 1 lie first 
half of the new campus opened its doors lor classes 
this summer, and the technical programs located 
on the college’s former 15th street campus moved 
during this initial phase. Programs which moved 
this summer included nursing (LPN), cosmetology 
and barbering, machine tool technology, office 
administration, drafting, electronics, truck driving, 
computerized numerical control, travel and 
tourism management, electricity, Center for 
Advanced Productivity (business and industry), 
cabinetry, computer science, and air conditioning 
and refrigeration. The college's nationally 
recognized Wellness Center is also located at the 
new campus as is a 16,4»)0 sq. ft. building that 
houses the diesel and welding programs. Phase 1 
of Shelton’s building program also includes a 
10,000 sq. ft. gymnasium. 

A I so built during this first phase is a lecture 
hall that seats approximately 200 people and is 
designed for large groups, special meetings and 
distance learning classes. This new room gives the 
college the capability to hold national 
teleconferences, college workshops, community 
programs and business and industry sessions. The

special equipment for this facility was purchased 
through a grant from the lennessce Valley 
Authority (TVA) and with private funds. 

The campus, which is designed around a 
natural landscape, was originally a dairy farm and 
includes a pond, lake, and wetland environment. 
The back part of the property is a natural wetland 
area that will be incorporated into the college's 
botany program, and the lake will he used for 
biologv classes. These classes will move during the 
second phase of the building project. 

This second half of the $47 million project 
should be completed by August 1997 and will 
include the academic areas, library, administrative 
offices, theater, commercial art and graphics anti 
athl etic fields. Currently, the academic programs 
are housed in a renovated shopping center that 
dates from the 1 970’s. When completed, the entire 
complex will house 519,000 sq, feet of space on 
170 acres of land. In addition the Alabama Fire 
College will move its facilities from the current 
location on McFarland Blvd. to a 39,000 sq. it. 
building on the new campus. 

The new Shelton campus is designed to serve 
10,000 students and is built on a mall concept with 
a food court that will include upon completion 
several food chains.

with the USA Group/National Quality Academy 
gave college personnel some structure and tools to 
help them in a systematic quest for quality.

Shelton’s Auto Body Repair Program 

Accreditation 

In today s highly skilled world, computer knowledge in the auto body shop is as important as the crank- 
shaft, bumper, side panel, or seat beat. < iars and trucks are moved by a computer, stopped by a computer, and 
must now be measured by a computer using state-of-the-art laser measuring. 

Recognizing the need for trained technicians, Shelton State Community College’s auto body repair pro- 
gram, which is located on the C. A. Fredd Campus, has gone through major changes this summer. Shelton 
instructor Johnny Burton is now certified by the National Institute for Automotive Service Excellence (ASE 
in non-structural analysis and damage repair, plastics and adhesives, and painting and refinishing. 

The next step in program certification wall be to complete a detailed application and self-study that will 
be sent for review to the National Automotive Technicians Education Foundation (NATEF), an agency 
responsible for overseeing certification and setting standards for the content of instruction that includes tasks, 
tools and equipment, instructional hours, and instructor qualifications. 

When completed, Shelton’s certification will be in five distinct areas: non-structural analysis and damage 
repair, structural analysis and damage repair, mechanical and electrical components, plastics and adhesives, and 
painting and refinishing. When completely certified, the college will receive a plaque bearing the ASE seal 
and the college’s name. Individual plates will be attached to the plaque to identify each area in w hich the pro- 
gram is certified. 

Another major change is the addition of a laser measuring system that was once found only in research 
anti development laboratories. Now' incorporated into one of the college’s courses, the Genesis i lectronic 
Measuring System uses today's most advanced laser technology to measure multiple reference points simulta- 
neously while providing dimensional graphic displays of structural damage. The Genesis system allows tech- 
nicians to check w'ork throughout the repair process, even if the car is on a frame straightener. 

To further help students master the new technologies required by the increasingly high-tech automotive 
repair industry, the program now' includes a computerized chromabase paint mixing system, Mitchell Estimate 
Play system, an oilless air pump, a Pentium 75 MHz computer system with a Hewlett Packard ink jet printer.

Respiratory Care Technology 
Program Moves to Fredd Campus 



This fall Shelton Community College’s respiratory care technology (R( IT) program moves to the college’s C.A. 
Fredd Campus. I his will almost double the space available for the program, according to Shelton President Tom 
Umphrey. 

“The lab space for the RCT program will triple in size, and the computer lab will be almost twice as large as it is 
now. Classes can also be taught in the new electronics classroom on the 1 redd Campus. 1 his wi ! allow the program 
to accept more students than is now possible," Umphrey said. 

The new computer lab has six stations with over 80 clinical simulation programs. These computer programs 
place students in critical, intensive care/emergcncy situations and test their ability to make the appropriate clinical 
judgments based on patient information shown as die student progresses through the program. The funding for the 

lab was obtained through federal grants, « 

According to Bruce Spruell, director of Shelton’s RCT program, grants have also helped die college add to the 
program’s collection of video tapes of procedural demonstrations and physician lectures and teleconferences. “The 
college has also purchased additional periodicals and books for the library and independent study materials tor 
students. With the new materials, Shelton can accommodate virtually any learning style a student may have," Spruell said. 

Some Alabama hospitals have contributed furniture and equipment lo die program. Over the past 12 months, 
Northport I lospital-DCIl donated a full capability pulmonary function machine, and DCH Regional .Medical Center 
donated ventilators, bedside pulmonary 1 screeners, and other miscellaneous equipment. Bessemer Carraway Hospital 
gave live mechanical ventilators to the program. With federal grants, a new ventilator, oxygen flowmeter, oxygen 
analyzers, and oximetry equipment have been purchased. 

Respiratory care practitioners are health care specialists who, under the direction of a physician, evaluate and help 
in the diagnosis, treatment and management of patients with pulmonary and cardiac disorders. With American’s aging 
population, die need for trained respiratory care practitioners is expected to grow faster than the national average over 
the next few years. 

In 1994 Shelton's respiratory therapy program was approved by the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 
There are two levels of a respiratory career practitioner— the respiratory therapist nr RRT. Technicians complete 
programs that vary in length from 12-18 months. Therapists complete an associate or bachelor’s degree. After 
completing the program, students take die national board examinations to receive the CRT or RRT credential.
